There are transmitted herewith two photostatic copies 
of the questionnaire from the above-mentioned company for Chien-Shiung Wu. 


The subdject's fingerprints, teken at the time he registered under the 
Alien Registration Act, have becn eearched in the files of the Identification 
Division of the Bureau and nc criminal reeord has been found. I desire that 
this inforcatien be set forth in your first investigative report in this matter. 


I desire that you give this matter expeditious attention.

After checking, I advised Sourwine that in 1942, we had 
made a check on her; that no derogatory information developed and 
that we had nothing of a derogatory nature bearing on her loyalty 


tn our files. 
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Dre JOHN LAWRENCE of the University of California at Berkeley stated 
that Miss WU was an extromely brilliant loyal Chinese citizen with an ardont 
desire to "lick the Japs." Her employzent on a confidential War Department 
contract being undertaken at the University of California was torminated 
about one week prior to May 30, 1942, at which tine she was married and 
resignede Dre LAWRENCE advised that the employce was intending to bocore 
re-associated with this research contract with the Office of Sclentific 
Research Development somewhere in the Tast, probably at Smith College, New 


Hempshire. To his knowledge, howsver, the employee had not become re-omployed — 


and was at the time this report was written unoccupied in any defense worke 


Miss WUts fingerprints, taken at the time she registered under the 
Alien Registration Act, have been searched through the Identification

Inasmuch as this employee's employment has been terminated and sho is 


not presently engaged in any defense contract, this investigation is being 
closed at this time.

Miss EUGENI€ CARNERIO, Director of Cultural Activities, International 
House, University of California at Berkeley, stated that she became 
acquainted with the employee in 1937 when she came to the University as a 
graduate of a Chinese university. Miss CARNERIO stated the employee had 
done so well in physics that she was offered a position as a teacher in 
the university as a lecturer in that subject. Miss WU, however, was 
married on May 30, 1942 to Dre LUKE YUAN at Pasadena, California, at the 
home of Dre MILLIKEN, end had resigned approximtely one week before that. 
timee Her husband is employed under ROBERT A. MILLIKEN at the Institute 
of Technology of Celifornia at Pasadena, Californias 
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
